City of Ada, a 
Citadel of Democracy 


“Fair Daughter of Dame Nature’s Agricultural Bounty”— 
A Section Where Democrats Grow, and Everything 
Else Grows, Save the Negroes. 


HE city of Ada is built upon four picturesque slopes in the northeastern section of the I hick. 
asaw Nation. Indian Territory, at the intersection of the southwestern division of the St. 
Louis & San Francisco railroad with the Atoka-Oklahoma line of the M. K. & T. 
Sixteen years ago Ada became a postoffice, but until six years ago it was a tiny, remote 
hamlet whose hills had never echoed the shriek of the locomotive. 
With the building of the 
Frisco in 1900 the real history of the town begins. 
It has experienced that phenomenal 
growth only to be observed in the big. roomy, resourceful West. 
From a frontier trading post of 180 in­ 
habitants it lias sprung into a city of 4.600 souls, covering an area of 720 acres. 
Under the present polit­ 
e r arrangement Ada is the recording town for the 16th Recording District of the Territory, with a fed­ 
eral court and undoubtedly under statehood organization it will become a county seat. 
Notwithstanding Ada’s progress has been such that it has not a rival within a radius of some forty 
miles, it is by no means through growing; its ambitions are high and insistent to extend still further the 
sphere of prestige. 
Chiefly to new railroads does it look for the realization of its hopes. 
And the roads 
are coming 
Besides the two railways mentioned alx.ve, the Oklahoma Central is now building from 
Chickasha. I. T., to Paris, Texas, and in a few weeks will be in operation, giving a new line to the north­ 
west and the southeast. 
Also the requisite $15,000 bonus has been subscribed to secure the junction of 
the Canadian Midland and the Canadian Southern, a vast system projected to traverse the continent, on 
the one hand from Kansas City to El Paso, on the other from Winnepeg. Canada, to Galveston, and event­ 
ually on to Panama. 
The former line, the Midland, is under contract to have in operation the division be­ 
tween Wagoner. I. T„ and Lawton. Ok., by way of Ada. before September I. 1907. 
The completion of 
this system, with its five projected outlets, will give Ada a total of eleven outlets, making it a tai I road 
center unrivalled in the Southwest. 
These are not dreams, but tangible contractual assets. 
It is common for the loyal citizen, wherever he may live, to praise the richness ot the soil in his sec­ 
tion so common is the custom that unverified boosts and boasts are no longer credited by the public. Here 
are some facts: 
Long before the coming of the white man and the beginning of the agricultural develop­ 
ment. the Indian country was looked upon as a land ot fabulous tertility. 
The section surrounding Ada 
early became a favorite settlement with the red man, for here he found good water and good grass. 
A 
few years ago when these lands were allotted the hulk of the Chickasaws who had wandered off to the 
Choctaw and Creek nations flocked hither and chose allotments on the wide, fertile prairies and in the 
alluvial valleys 
And with them came many Choctaws. 
As a result this section has an unusually dense 
Indian population. 
However, be it understood the Indians constitute, altogether, a small proportion of 
the present total population. 
To illustrate, with a total population of more than 225.600. the Chickasaw 
nation contains only 7.500 Indians. 
The wisdom of the Indians who settled hereabouts has been shown. 
latterly, by the bountiful harvests following the white man s plow. 
The '-Via country is essentially agricultural in character. 
Cotton, corn. oats. wheat, various kinds 
of provender plants, fruits and berries, all grow admirably. In fact to summarize the agricultural adapta­ 
tions of this section, one must catalogue the whole infinite variety of vegetation in the temperate zone. 
Cotton, however, is the product preeminent. 
Sixty thousand bales of the staple valued at $3,000.- 
00(i, were compressed at Ada in 1905. Of this fourteen thousand hales were marketed in the streets of Ada. 
Though the cattleman is fast moving westward to give way to the farmer, stock raising has by no 
means become in this section an industry of the past. 
During the last year cattle and hogs to the value 
of SI70,OOO were shipped from Ada. 
N o t w i t h s t a n d i n g agriculture is the leading resource, the timber and mineral resources are appre­ 
ciable.

square miles o f the territory is exclusively tributary to Ada. 
Ninety-fixe pet cent 
of this is tillable. 
Three-fourths consists of rich, rolling prairie. 
Bordering the many streams are forests 
of oak hickory, ash. hois d’are and walnut of great commercial value. 
The natural wealth does not stop at the surface. 
This section has long been considered within the 
gas and oil belt. 
The indications are unmistakable, although as yet there has been no development along 
this line. 
Also in great abundance are to he found lime rock and building lime-stone, tire and bricK clay, 
indite building rock and rose and gray oolite marbles. 
This oolite is of beautiful texture and is so named 
because of its resemblance to fish eggs petrified.

fortunate in having, throughout its history, good officials. 
It has its own system of waterworks, with a 
bountiful well supply ; has good streets and sidewalks; maintains an efficient i>olice and sanitary force, and 
the council is now taking steps to construct a first class sanitary sewerage system. 
On a tax valuation of 
$967,000 which is low 
the tax rate is only two per cent. 
The city’s bonded indebtedness is only $45,- 
000 and it has an excellent credit abroad. 
Ada’s high status and brilliant prospects are the result of no boom, but of gradual, substantial 
growth. 
Its people are not windy boomers; they are simply practical, progressive builders. 
What

been accomplished is largely attributable to a commercial club composed of sound, sagacious business i en 
who are ever alert and resolute for the city’s good. 
They have built well, but are never content; u rn 
each achievement they plan to pile another. 
It is a good city to locate in. to live in, to delve and grow in.

the miners and thnt the people may 
be permitted to purchase coal st llvlnp 
prices. 
No railroad should be per- 


mitted to own and opernte mines or 
engage In any business except carry- 
Ing freight and passengers nnrt should 
be, forced to treat all alike. Some of 
the laws to accompli* this purpose 
will have to be enacted by congress 
and If sent to the senate I will speak, 
vote and work to accomplish this pur- 
pose. T know that by expressing these 
views T will stir up opposition. But as 
I have before snld I Intend to express 
my views folly, let It please or dis- 
please whom It may. The plan Just 
explained will result in many happy 
homes. 
It means protection to the 


brave miners and It assures to our 
farmers In tho short grass country 
the right to purchase coal upon equal 
terms with the speculator, without 
being Insulted by being denounced aa 
illegitimate dealers. 


My frtonda do you know why these 


farmers have been denied this right 
and have bsen told that they are not 
legitimate dealers. Tho reason given 
•was because the Farmers Union sold 
eoal to Its members at aotnal cost. 
Think of It 
The deeper tho pur- 
chasers of coal aro skinned the more 
legitimate the man who sells the coal 
becomes. We must render such eon- 
duct aa Illegal, as It to unjust 
If 


any man purchases coal and Is ready 
and able to pay for It, then It is 
none of tho operators business whether 
ho sells It at cost or not. In tho Ind- 
ian Territory wo have a plenty of 
woet for fool. 
Thto to not trua of 
thooo pesnle living m tho short grass 


together upon terms of friendship and 
equality as we should live. Think of 
the manner In which congress has 
treated the full blood Indians. Read 
Section tO of the Curtis Bill and you 
wilt find that although congress has 
recognized the fact that these people 
possess sufficient intelligence to be- 
come full-fledged United States oltl- 
sens, yet they cannot lease their own 
land for a period of more 'than one 
year without securing the approval of 
the Secretary of the Interior. All In- 
dians have been rightfully vested with 
American citizenship. But to a greater 
or less extent all have been deprived 
bslness. They are all treated as though 
they were peons anil Imbecile peons 
at that. 
My friends, read Section 18 of the 


Curtis act. 
You will there see that 


the residue of land left after allotment 
Is completed shall bi> sokl and that 
as to the Choctnw and Chickasaw Na- 
tions, the Ohoctaw and Chlckasaw ne- 
groes shall have the preference right 
to purchase this land at Its appraised 
value. I ask the Indians what do you 
think of this? If any one should have 
a preference right to purchase this 
land It should have been the Indians, 
who are Its rightful owners. 
The 


Indians were forced to divide their 
land with the freedmen. 
Not content 


wtth this, the republican party now 
comes and gives freedmen the prefer- 
ence right to purchase residue lands 
nt their appraised value although as 
n matter of fnct these lands may be 
worth many times their appraised 
value. 
How can a liberty loving and 


self respecting Indian vote the repub- 
lican 
ticket 
in the face 
of this? 


I ask the farmers whether they be 
republicans or democrats what do you 
think of this? Tou will have to stand 
back and wait till the freedmen pick 
and choose, cut and carve and then 
you will be allowed to take what the 
freedmen leave.

cant the judge Is satisfied that he Is 
a person of ordinary Intelligence and 
business en parity his restrictions can 
he removed, just ns the courts now re- 
move the disabilities of minors upon 
a proper sliowing. 
If this does not

frankly submit thorn «• you for your 
consideration. 
Plea for tbo Party Pwoa, 
There is ono other matter whloh I 


wish to dlsouss at thto time and then 
I will be through for tho present. If 
our country were small and our popu- 
lation sparse and If our Interests wer« 
freo from complications, then wo eould 
get along without political parties. 
But such Is not tha ease. Thero are 
classes among us who are thorough^ 
organised and who are seeking to 
cure tho oontrol of the government 
to prostitute It to their own selfish 
purposes. 
This requires organisation 


upon tho part of the people to secure 
the defeat of tho selfish and nefarious 
plans of tholr political enemies. Thto 
makes political pfertles an absolute 
necessity. Wo simply cannot get along 
without properly organized political 
parties. 
I belie** in tho principles

of existence, and all connected with 
them should be aent t* tho peniten- 
tiary. This la the front, the head, the 
sum and substance of my offending. 
Recent disclosures place beyond a 
doubt the fact that the pooffe have 
been moot shamelessly plundered and 
enelaved by corporations. 
Our-fath 


ere established a government of, by 
and for the people, hut owing t* the 
wicked aa* oalftah devtoes *f men. 
thing* have coma t* euch a pasa that 
now our government t* largely of eor- 
porationa, for 
corporation* and by 


corporations. Corporation* should be 
forced to attend to tfcelr legitimate 
business keep out ef politico, and 
obey the law. Wlhea th*y do thta they 
should h* protected and encouraged. 
Whan they do not do this they should 
be forced to do It 


Aa many of our people ar* new 


about to vote for the flret time, a defin- 
ition of what a *ori»ratlon te may be 
of value to aom* by helping them to 
understand this matter. There are two 
ktnds of 
persons. First, a natural 


person. 
Second, an artificial person. 


A natural person is a human being. An 
artificial person Is a creation of the 
law. Now thon. a corporation I* an artl. 
flcial parson composed of an associa- 
tion of natural persona acting together 
ander a •hartcr Issued by authority of 
law for the purpose of accomplishing 
some legal end. 
So you see there 


I* nothing wrong with a proper cor- 
poration. 
Why, my friends, I see 


many members of tho Farm err1 Union 
her* today 
Did you ever stop to 


think that you are operating under 
a charter leaued by authority of law, 
for the accomplishment of a lawful 
purpose, and that therefore, you are 
yourselves, member* of a corporation ? 
We must discriminate between the le- 
gal and the Illegal, the Juet and the 
unjust. 
I do not want to hurt your 
feelings, for I know and reapeot the 
Intreglty of yeur purpose and you 
have, a* you know, my sympathy In 
all laudable undertakings; but T want 
to aay that you cannot afford to be 
mistaken about this matter. 


We must not act hastily, and upon 
anything exeept bottom 
facts, 
and 
•trictty In accordance with absolute 
Justice? 
Tf we do, we may be like 


the one ey*d h*r*e, who shyed off 
the bridge and wa» drowned In the 
stream below. 
I said a while ago, 
and I repeat It. the man who doee 
that which h* denounces In others. Is 
a worse man than the one he 1* 
righting. 
My friend*. I want to say 


that you cannot afford to denounce 
all corporatlone unless you first sur- 
render your own eharter and cease to 
be a corporation yourselves. 
Thle 


yon will and ought not to do. Then let 
us 
patiently 
discriminate 
about 


these mutter*. 
T sympathise with 


the farmers beoause from 
personal 


experience and 
llfelnn*; associations 


with 
them 
I 
know 
their 
true 


condition, their wants, their necessi- 
ties, and their aspirations. 
I know 


that the farmer gives value received 
for everything that he grets out of 
the ground, for T have tried It my- 
self. 
Therefore the 
farmers 
have 


fewer Inducements to, and opportun- 
ities for. fllnhonesty than ftny other 
class 
r know that the farmer* stand 


between tho rest of the world and 
death by starvation. 
I Hetleve that 


It is an unrrateful dog that bites the 
hand that feeds him. 
Therefor* T 


havn In my henrt and have alw«.ys 
had there, an earnest desire to do 
all In my power to encourniro am! 
ssslst my fnrrnrr friends and kinsmen. 
Friendship should tip brave as wpll as 
•trenr. and T wnuld not hesitate to 
tell you. In a kind manner, when T 
thought that you wore mistaken. Just 
as quickly as T would compliment you 
when T thourht that you were rljrht 
Pe T want to say »o you that we 
should follow the scriptural Injunction 
and "1»rov« all thing*.—hold fast to 
that which Is pood—abstain from tho 
lenst appearance of evil." 
It Is only 


by pursuing this course that wo can 
roasnnnhly hope to accomplish any 
pood for ourselves and for humanity. 
I know that tnls Is your earnest pur- 
P»s« and desire. 
I>et us be a* ready 


to applaud 
whnt Is honwt and right 


as we nre to condemn . and punish 
that which Is dishonest and \vrong. 
In our present state, of cIvlllTaMrin w* 
rnnnot pet along without lefral corpo- 
rations. 
There «re many ohnrttnhle. 


educational and 
benevolent 
Institu- 


tions and business enterprises which 
can be far heftnr conducted by cnr- 
poratlone than by private enterprise. 


But this Is no reason why we shoul<J 


turn the county r,\.«r in corporations. 
f)n the contrary t h e crreat opportun- 
ities *nd powers svhlch corporations 
posses* to wrons and oppress the peo- 
ple should (it once suRtfoot to every 
reflecting rnlnd and honest heart that 
the most stringent regulations and 
restrictions shoulrt be thrown around 
them ta prevent the possibility of 
their b*com!np public masters, when 
their charters were 
granted solely 


upon the ground that th«y were to 
be public servants. 


We. must not forget that there are 


two sides to thfg corporation question. 
Fer instance, think for a moment what 
your condition would be If we were 
without railroads. 
What would you 


do with your surplus 
crops? 
Or 


again, what would, you do if you were 
deprived of the opportunity of pu»- 
ermsfng the many article* of merchan- 
dise which are brought to your very 
doors by these same railroads? The 
truth Is that they are a necessity to 
alt Classen. 
.Tustfce and personal In- 
terest Join fn demanding that railroads 
and all other 
useful 
corporations 


should be treated fairly. They should 
be forced to live tip to their charter 
duties and obligations, obey the law 
and keep ont of politics, and they 
should alee be protected and aaeeur- 
ajred. if any on* wants t» Inaugurate 
a system of oeotruettve tegletatton 
against any useful and hoejaotly oon- 
duotoel corporation, I serve notice on 
you new and BJOOO tsMt yoej had better 
oppose »r oloottoB to the United 
State* Senate, for If elected. I wiU 
fight <fc*_oplrtt of oommunhm aa un- 


T am for tho regulation of corporations 
not for their deatraetton, unleos they 
persist tot putoulng such a course a* 


•hall endanger the tight* and ttfeor* 
tie* of the peopl*. 
t also serve notio* on all corpora- 


tion* that In fighting *uoh rwuonable 
and Just regulation, and In attempting 
to uphold thos* who violate the law, 
they alone will b* responsible for the 
consequences which will certainly en- 
sue. Th* spirit of 1T7« 1* not dead 
In th* land. W* ar* th* worthy *on* 
of a noble and glorious ancestry. The 
peopl* will not allow themselve* and 
their children to wear the gilded 
chains of commercial slavery. They 
now know the hand that has robbed 
them. They now see the arm that Is 
scourging their wives and children. 
Tf relief does not come by peaceful 
methods of reformation as It should 
come. It will come in the blood and 
carnage of revolution. Then the vam- 
pires who now have thetr deadly fangs 
deeply faatened In th* vital* and ar* 
sucking th* life's blood 
from 
the 
heart* of the people, will be rudely 
awakened from thetr fancied security 
and will be terrified by th* stiouts and 
th* thunders and smitten by the 
lightning* and will be empaled upon 
the wrath of a long suffering, but 
finally thoroughly aroused, determined 
and desperate people. Then no dls- 
olmlnatlon will be made In the minds 
of an angry people but the Just and 
the legal will suffer with the unjust 
and tho illegal.

They know that the 
agitation of th* question of govern- 
ment control of corporation* carrying 
Inter-state commerce was started in 
the Grange. This led to th* Institution 
of rutt* known In legal history a* the 
•'Granger Caoea," which found their 
way to the Supreme Court 
of 
th* 


United States, and were there decided 
In favor of the contention 
of 
the 
Orange. Here we find the fulfillment 
of the prophesy of the Immortal Jef- 
ferson. 
Re declared that the time 
would come when the country would 
be s* honeycombed with the spirit of 
commerdalUm that the farmers would 
be the last refuge and defense of liber- 
ty. 
That time haa almost come. I, 


for one, am glad to knew that our far- 
mers are taking a deep, personal In- 
tereet In public matters. 
Tt la the 
most hopeful sign of the times, and 
the best guarantee that we have of 
the good government that we ore 
going* to establish and maintain in 
Oklahoma. Tfcey do not desire to In- 
jure or oppress any honest and useful 
claaa. All that they want Is good gov- 
ernment which will give equal oppor- 
tunity, equal protection 
and 
equal 


encouragement to all alike. They are 
opposed to granting special privileges 
nnd Immunities to any class or te any 
man. They are demanding equal and 
A«aet Justice to all. This la demo- 
cracy pur* an<t simple, and to this de- 
mand with all of my mind and *oul 
I give moot hearty assent. 


The People Will Pravall. 
The man who opposes this haa no 


right to call himself a democrat, liet 
no man deceive himself, the farmer* 
«nd other laboring classes, without 
whose hard and honest work, this 
world not be worth living In, are not 
ffolng to stand back and allow a few 
self-constituted political boses to write 
the constitution, and to write the party 
platforms and to nominate the can- 
didate*, and then turn out and fipht 
for end elect the tickets so nominated. 
and read the platforms afterwards. 
Rxaetly the opposite la going to occur. 
The people who bear the heat and 
burden of the day are going to be 
heard, and woe be to the machine po- 
litician who attempts to stand In their 
way. 


That party Is going to carry the 


elections and rule Oklahoma, which 
sets the closest to tho people and 
stnys there. This Is not a threat, but 
is a prophesy which will soon be ful- 
filled 
People are tlreij and »lck of 


voting for party names. 
They are 


tfoinfi to vote for men who stand for 
principles, and In whose Intelligence. 
courage and IntreKltv they have confi- 
dence. Thoy are not rotng to be len.d 
around. 
Thr- man who has ntways 


(rented the people with arrogance snd 
disdain and contempt will ret no reo- 
•iRiiltlon from them, It matters not 
how ronrtoscendliiK i\nd friendly he 
mny now attempt to bacome. 
r*t 


all such parties ta.Ke notice and first 
reform and brln* forth fruits meet for 
rope.nta.nee before they seek for recog- 
nition and honors at the hands of the 
rlemocratlc party. 


T am £lad te know that our fanners 


hav« wisely doeidod to keep party 
politics ont of their organizations. It 
would r>« wron* In principle to at- 
tempt to organize a political party out

honest people should hove equal op- 
portunltl«5> to be heard when It oomes 
fr> matter* in which all ar* Interested 
•Did no attempt should be mads to 09- 
Irnclse any on« on account of his 
occupation, provided only thst this 
occupation Is not Inconsistent with the 
public Rood. 
"farmers 
should take 


part In political matters as Individuals, 
and not In an organized manner, at- 
tempting to crowd others out I know 
fhem too well te believe that any 
considerable number of them wilt at- 
tempt to organize a separate political 
party. Such conduct would not *nly 
hn wrong In principle, but It to UB- 
necessary . Th*y are In an overernelm- 
Injr majority and cnn secure any thing 
from th* democratic party that they 
desire. Thomas Jefferson said: "Abso- 
lute ncq-uteeooence In th* fairly ex- 
prnssod will of th* majority I* th* vttaJ 
principle of republics." 


Tt was a proverb of omr father* that: 
"Eternal vigilance is the price of li- 
berty." 
Bo you see that liberty haa 


a. price, and that if you would eat 
the sweet, wholesome bread of free- 
dom, you must pay for it with eternal 
vigilance. I see men her* today who 
have known me ever sine* 1 became 
a man, I can appeal to thorn wtth con- 
fidence for confirmation of the state- 
ment that T am no new convert to 
them vtow*. but that I hmve always 
advocated them, and somettoee to *»y 
own dotorlment. 


We fnqwontry hear It said that the 
bnotne** Interests must rule this coun- 
try. 
<9o this statement I give most 


hiiej% MBont. But what ar* th* busi- 
ness) ht**r**b)T 
Any man 
who 
by 
honest labor supports hlmoslf and 
those defendant upon him 1* % busi- 


ness -man. 
Politics i* th* pooplotf 
business. I will never agree to any 
definition of business Interest* which 
loaves out a. single honest occupation. 
The poor and the humble ar* more 
Interested in good gov*rnm*nt than 
th* rich and th* Influential ar*. Th* 
rich and th* Influential can tak* oar* 
of and protect themselves. It I* the 
weak, th* poor and th* humbl* who 
need th* strong arm of th* law a* 
their refuge an ddefen**. 
I would 


fight to th* last any proposition which 
'would take from the rich the right 
to have a voice in the government 
But I demand the earn* opportunity 
for th* weak, th* poor and th* hum- 
bl*. If the rich do not Ilk* our law* 
they can take their" wealth and go 
where they pleaae. But If the weak, 
the poor and the humbl* do not like 
the taws they must stay and tak* what 
comes, be it good or bad. The brave 
miner who goes down Into the bowel* 
of the earth and delves out tho coal 
Is every whit aa much a buslnes* 
man and has aa much right to a voice 
in th* government as the mine owner 
haa, and what la more 
he fa a fool 


If he does not exercise thts right for 
his own protection. 
How pan you 


reasonably expect others to take more 
Interest in the preservation of your 
right* than you take yourselves? The 
honest farmer, who, by his hard work, 
In the hot sun raise* the crops which 
go so far toward clothing us, and 
who raises the food that we eat, IB 
ten thousand times more a business 
man than the stock gambler who alts 
hack fn ths eool shade of his offle* 
and speculates upon the crops mlsed 
by this farmer and his wlfo and child- 
ren, and the coal dug out of the mines 
by the miners, and I* not satisfied with 
this hut wants to go further, and dic- 
tate the policy of th* government. 


Such conduct from the standpoint 


of democracy Is rank heresy. Those 
who think differently are right In op- 
posing my election to fhe United States 
Senate, for If elected, I will certainly 
speaki work and vote in conformity 
with these views. Those who ao desire 
may cut! me nn egotist If they please. 
If to first doubt and then Invi>st1rs.ti» 
and form en opinion, and hftvlnr done 
so. to hn.v» the ooursre to announce 
my opinions and to defend them con- 
stitutes erotism, then T am nn erotlst. 
Tou cannot afford to send ft man to 
the senate who li afraid of his shadow 
or who Is Incapable of forming nn In- 
telllngent opinion or Is afraid or un- 
willing to defend it. Tf you want *uch 
a man, then I warn you not to support 
me. In fact, T do not want this place 
If I am to allow myself to be dictated 
to and wrapped around the finger like 
a rag, by every person who may differ 
with me. 


The fear of making this speech too 


lenrthy will prevent my discussing at 
this time many other Important and 
Interesting questions of national poll- 
tics 
Rut It will he some months be- 


fore you will be called upon to nrpres's 
your choice for senators. T hs,v« !t In 
mind to deliver, print nnd circulate 
among the people other speeches In 
which T will present my view* upon 
other national Issues, so that all may 
know Just what my views are. I want 
to secure thl* office In an open and 
fair fight before the people or I do not 
want to have it at all. r have decided 
views, the result of a life of patient 
and careful Investigation and I want 
to let the people know what those 
views are. 
T will state further that 


In th* event of my election It Is my 
purpose to speak In off ye»rs to the 
people and to render to them as my 
employers an account of my steward- 
ship and to ret their views so that 
r can be in fact ns well as In name 
their true and faithful representative 
They wenr the shops and fhe shoe? 
should be mad* to fit and accordlnp 
to their wishes. 
T have some decldni 


views upon purely sfnte questions, but 
T will not discuss state questions fov 
fhe reason that thts will be the duty 
of the candidates for state offices 
If T were to take part In the discussion 
of purely state questions my 
ttrftp 


would be so much taken up thnt 1 
could not rive thnt Nme «nd attention 
t» national questions which their Im- 
portance demands 
So T trust thai 


my friends will excuse me from the 
discussion of purely state matters, In 
order that T may property Atiouss na- 
tional mutters. 
Chloka.'wvr-OnootAxY

But there nre some questions that 


are both stat« and national In the!]- 
crmra.cter. Take, for Instance, th* dis- 
position of tho 
Foprreirated 
mineral 


lands of the Phloknsaw snrl PhootRw 
nations. 
I believe that thesn Innrts 


should never be allowed to fnll l u f n 
the hands of corporations or of pri- 
vate persons. Tt Is no secret thnt par- 
ties are now seeking to acquire these 
lands In order that they may build up 
and 
perpetuate, a monopoly. 
This 


should never be permitted to he done. 
Those lands should r»e bought by the 
future state a.t n fair price. The sur- 
face rights shnnM be «ol<! by the state 
to nctnal settlers anrl 
the 
mineral 


should be leaned to operators upon 
such term as will Insure protection to 
the miners and thnt the people mny 
he permitted to purchase coal st llvlnp 
prices. 
No railroad should be per- 


mitted to own and operate mines or 
enrage In any business except carry- 
Ins; freight and passengers nnrt should 
bo forced to treat all aJlko. Some of 
the laws to accomplish this purpose 
will have to be enactod by congress 
and If sent to the senate I will speak, 
vote and work to accomplish this pur- 
pose. T know that by expressing these 
views T will stir up opposition. But as 
I have before snld T intend to express 
my views fully, let It please or dts- 
please whom it may. The plan Ju*t 
explained will result in many happy 
names. 
Tt means protection to the 
brave miners and It assure* to our 
farmers In tho short grass country 
the right to purchase coal upon equal 
terms with the speculator, without 
being Insulted by being denounced as 
Illegitimate dealers. 


My frtand*, do you know why th«*e 
farmer* hav* h**n denied this right 
and have boon told that they are not 
legitimate dealers. Tho reason given 
was baeaue* th* Farmer* Union sold 
coal to It* member* at actual cost. 
Think of It. 
The deeper tho pur- 
chssers of coal ar* skinned the more 
legitimate th* man who sell* the coal 
become*. We must render such eon- 
duct a* illegal. a» it la unjust. 
If 
any man purchases coal and Is ready 
and *W* to pay for It, then it is 
nor* of tho operators business whether 
h* Mil* It at cost or not. In th* Ind- 
ian Territory w* hav* a plenty of 
wood for fu*l. 
Thl* I* not true of 
thoo* po*Blo living m th* short graa* 


country. Th*y must u*e coal or fro***. 
The eh*ap*r they get coal th* mor* 
money they will sav* to Improve tholr 
farm* with and to purchaao th* othor 
necessities and comfort* of life and 
the better buslnes* become* in that 
section to all other line* of business. 
This to right fn principle and it will 
benefit all other classes living in that 
section. 


Removal of Restriction*. 
Th*n tak* the matter of the alien- 
ation of lands by Indian*. Ther* ta 
a pathetic aide to thts Indian qestion 
This la their country. It was not given 
to them by congress but by Cod. Th*y 
have reluctantly, more as a matter 
of compulsion than as a matter oi 
persuasion, 
consented to surrender 
their tribual forms of government and 
become United States citizens. 
Aa a 
matter of common Justice they are en- 
titled te fair treatment, to a square 
deal. If you pleaae, something of which 
they hav* heard much hut seen little 
I am unalterably opposed to depriv- 
ing them of a single right. 
On the 
contrary I would enlarge their rights 
and place them as near a* ta possible 
upon an equal footing with their white 
friends and neighbors. 
I speak ad- 


visedly when I call them our friends 
However muoh friction there may 
ttxlst between the Indians and th* 
United States government I rejoice to 
nay that there I* no friction between 
the Indian and tho bonaflde whit* 
peopl* of thta country. We are living 
together upon term* of friendship at 
equality a* w* should live. Think of 
the manner In which congress ha,e 
treated the full blood Indian*. Read 
Section tO of the Curtis Bill and you 
•will find that although congress ha* 
recognized the fact that these people 
possess sufficient intelligence to be- 
come full-fledged United State* ottl- 
•ena, yet they cannot lease their own 
land for a period of more "than ont 
year without aeourtng the approval of 
the Secretary of the Interior. Alt In 
dlans have been rightfully vested with 
American citizenship. But to a greater 
or leas extent all have been deprived 
balnea*. They are all treated as though 
they wer* peons and Imbecile peon* 
at that. 


My frtenda. read Section 18 of the 


Curtis act. 
You will there see that 


the residue of land left after allotment 
Is completed shall he: sokl and that 
as to the Choctnw nnd Chicknsaw Na- 
tions, the Ohoetaw and CViIckasaw ne- 
rroes shall have the preference right 
to purchase this land at It* appraised 
value. T ask the Indians what do you 
think of this? Tf any one should have 
a preference right to purchase this 
land it should have been the Indians, 
who are Its rightful owners. 
The 


Indians were forced to divide their 
land with the freedmen. 
Not content 


with this, the republican party now 
comes and rives freedmen the prefer- 
ence rlrht to purchase residue lands 
at their appraised value although as 
n matter of fact these land* may be 
worth many times their appraised 
value. How can a liberty tovlnp and 
self respecting Indian vote the repub- 
lican 
ticket 
in the face 
of this? 


I ask the farmers whether they be 
republicans or democrats what do you 
think of this? You will have to stand 
back and wait till the freedmen pick 
and choose, cut and carve and then 
you will be allowed to take what the 
freedmen leave. 
The freedmen can 


purchase at the appraised value. You 
will have to purchase what he leaves 
In an open market subject to compet- 
ition. 
I challenge, Impeach and de- 


nounce this a-s a piece of rnnk Injus- 
tice and 
shameless discrimination. 


Think of these things when you go to 
vote and remember the party has 
forced this upon you. 


I cannot understand the logic which 


snys that In Intermarried citizen and 
nil Indians except full bloods nre com- 
petent to sell part of their land but 
t h a t they nre not sufficiently' Intelli- 
gent to sell nil of their land If they 
so desire. 
1 believe that all restrict- 


ions should lie removed from alt ex- 
cept fullbloods. 
As to the fullblnods. 


believe that nil power over them 


should be taken from the S.vrotary of 
the Interior. T am opposed to govern- 
ment at lonp ranpe. The closer a rov- 
ornment Is bronrht to the people the 
more responsible It will become to the 
rights nnd Interests of the people. 
There nre some fullbloods who do need 


rotecflon. 
T would commit this mat- 


ter to the courts- e-f the future state. 
These courts will try all other matters 
relating; to property, character, liberty 
.-md Hfe. 
Tf « full blood desires to 


have his restrictions removed let him 
:i)>p!y to the proper court. The ,1udro 
will be In a better position to deter- 
mine this matter than the Secretary 
of the Interior. 
If nffer hearing the 


witnesses and questioning the appli- 
cant the Judge Is satisfied that he Is 
a person of ordinary intolllcence and 
business en parity his restrictions can 
be removed, just ns the courts now re- 
move the dlsnhlllfles of minors upon 
a. proper showing. 
Tf this does not 


iipponr. then the court csn appoint a 
re-reiver nnd order the sale of n suffl- 


lent quantity of land to enable the 
balance to be 
improved 
nnd have 


this done under the direction of the 
receiver. -To my mind this would plnoe 
the Indian upon nn oriuftllry wlfh his 
white nelRhbor nnd friend.

The City of Ada, a 


Citadel of Democracy 


"Fair Daughter of Dame Nature's Agricultural Bounty"— 
\ Section Where Democrats Grow, and Everything 
Else Grows, Save the Negroes. 


T 


HE city of Ada is built upon four picturesque slopes in the northeastern section of the Chick, 


asaw Nation, Indian Territory, at the intersection of the southwestern division of the St. 
Louis & San Francisco railroad with the Atoka-Oklahoma line of the M. K. & T. 


Sixteen years ago Ada became a postoffice, but until six years ago it was a tiny, remote 


hamlet whose hills had never echoed the shriek of the locomotive. 
With the building: of the 


Frisco in 1900 the real history of the town begins. It has experienced that phenomenal 


growth only to be observed in the big, roomy, resourceful West. From a frontier trading post of 180 in- 
habitants it has sprung into a city of 4,600 souls, covering an area of 720 acres. 
Under the present polit- 


cal arrangement Ada is the recording town for the 16th Recording District of the Territory, with a fed- 
eral court, and undoubtedly under statehood organization it will become a county seat. 


Notwithstanding Ada's progress has been such that it has not a rival within a radius of some forty 


miles, it is by no means through growing; its ambitions are high and insistent to extend still further the 
sphere of prestige. 
Chiefly to new railroads does it look for the realization of its hopes. And the roads 


are coming. Besides the two railways mentioned above, the Oklahoma Central is now building from 
Chickasha, I. T., to Paris, Texas, and in a few weeks will be in operation, giving a new line to the north- 
west and the southeast. Also the requisite $15,000 bonus has been subscribed to secure the junction of 
the Canadian Midland and the Canadian Southern, a vast system projected to traverse the continent, on 
the one hand from Kansas City to El Paso, on the other from Winnepeg, Canada, to Galveston, and event- 
ually on to Panama. The former line, the Midland, is under contract to have in operation the division be- 
tween Wagoner, I. T., and Lawton, Ok., by way of Ada, before September 1, 1907. The completion of 
this system, with its five projected outlets, will give Ada a total of eleven outlets, making it a* railroad 
center unrivalled in the Southwest. 
These are not dreams, but tangible contractual assets. 


It is common for the loyal citizen, wherever he may live, to praise the richness of the soil in his sec- 


tion; so common is the custom that unverified boosts and boasts are no longer credited by the public. Here 
are some facts: 
Long before the coming of the white man and the beginning of the agricultural develop- 


ment, the Indian country was looked upon as a land of fabulous fertility. 
The section surrounding Ada 


early became a favorite settlement with the red man, for here he found good water and good grass. A 
few years ago when these lands were allotted the bulk of the Chickasaws who had wandered off to the 
Choctaw and Creek nations flocked hither and chose allotments on the wide, fertile prairies and in the 
alluvial valleys. And with them came many Choctaws. 
As a result this section has an unusually dense 


Indian population. 
However, be it understood the Indians constitute, altogether, a small proportion of 


the present total population. To illustrate, with a total population of more than 225,000, the Chickasaw 
nation contains only 7,500 Indians. The wisdom of the Indians who settled hereabouts has been shown, 
latterly, by the bountiful harvests following the white man's plow. 


The Ada country is essentially agricultural in character. Cotton, corn, oats, wheat, various kinds 


of provender plants, fruits and berries, all grow admirably. In fact to summarize the agricultural adapta- 
tions of this section, one must catalogue the whole infinite variety of vegetation in the temperate zone. 


Cotton, however, is the product preeminent. Sixty thousand bales of the staple valued at $3,000,- 


000, 
\\ere compressed at Ada-in 1905. Of this fourteen thousand bales were marketed in the streets of Ada. 


Though the cattleman is fast moving westward to give way to the farmer, stock raising has by no 


means become in this section an industry of the past. During the last year cattle and hogs to the value 
of -15170,000 \\ere shipped from Ada. 


Notwithstanding aniicultuce is. the loading resource, the timber and mineral resources are appre- 


ciable 
SIN hundred square milesoi' the territory is exclusively tributary to Ada. 
Ninety-five per cent 


of this is tillable. Three-fourths consists of rich, rolling prairie. 
Bordering the many streams are forests 


of oak, hickory, ash, bois d'arc and walnut of great commercial value. 


The natural wealth does not stop at the surface. 
This section has long been considered within the 


gas and oil belt. 
The indications are unmistakable, although as yet there has been no development along 


this line. 
Also in great abundance are to be found lime rock and building lime-stone, fire and brick clay, 


oolite building rock and rose and gray oolite marbles. This oolite is of beautiful texture and is so named 
because of its resemblance to fish eggs petrified. 


The citv of Ada contains: three national banks \\ith an aggregate capital and surplus of $200.000. 


two trust companies with combined capitalization of $70,000; two express agencies; cotton oil mill: cotton 
compress, four cotton gins; one flour mill; ice cream factory; ice factory; bottling works,steam laundrj :one 
dail.\ and three weekly newspapers; five hotels, one of them a modern brick; thirteen dry goods stores, 
seven of them carrying general merchandise; six grocery stores and a railroad commissary; one wholesale 
grocery; six hardware houses; three furniture dealers; one shoe store; one queensware and two variety 
stores, one harness house; five drug stores; five millinery stocks, three restaurants; five confection and 
cold urinks dealers, one news stand; four meat markets, two second hand stores; two bakeries; two under- 
takers; seven barber shops, with a total of twenty chairs; one plumber; two tinners; four billiard and pool 
halls; five wagon yards; six blacksmith shops; three lumber yards: five livery stables; two feed stores; two 
jewelers; five real estate brokers; four insurance agencies: three dentists: fourteen physicians: twenty- 
eight attorne.vs. 


The religious, the educational and the social atmosphere in Ada is excellent. Thei'e are six churches: 


t\\o Baptist, one Methodist, Presbyterian, Cumberland Presbyterian, Christian, all well organized and 
strong for righteousness in the community. 


The public schools have been built up to a high state of efficiency. 
Two large commodious buildings 


now accommodate the 900 pupils and the school board is planning to erect a third, a modern high school 
structure. 


Besides various auxiliary church societies, three women's clubs help foster the social and aesthetic 


side of life in Ada. Each of the three is composed of an enthusiastic, loyal membership and is a genuine 
factor for culture in the community. 


Fraternal orders are represented in Ada by the following lodges: four departments of Masonry; I. O. 


O. F.; K. of P., Red Men, M. W. A., W. O. W.;U. B. C. J.of A. Besides,there are the Order of the Eastern 
Star, Pocahontas Council and the Woodman Circle for the women. All these, through their social, bene- 
ficial and charity features, constitute a potent factor for good. 


The conditions of the finances of the municipality is something to be proud of. The city has been 


fortunate in having, throughout its history, good officials. 
It has its own system of waterworks, with a 


bountiful well supply; has good streets and sidewalks; maintains an efficient police and sanitary force, and 
the council is now taking steps to construct a first class sanitary sewerage system. 
On a tax valuation of 


$967,000 
which is low -the tax rate is only two per cent. The city's bonded indebtedness is only $45,- 


000 and it has an excellent credit abroad. 


Ada's high status and brilliant prospects are the result of no boom, but of gradual, substantial 


growth. Its people are not windy boomers; they are simply practical, progressive builders. What 
as 


been accomplished is largely attributable to a commercial club composed of sound, sagacious business r en 
who are ever alert and resolute for the city's good. 
They have built well, but are never content; ir ;>n 


each achievement they plan to pile another. 


It is a good city to locate in, to live in, to delve and grow in. And it is being watched from a ir. 


Ada is the cynosure of the Southwest.
